WASHINGTON, May  5.—The 
sordid, depressing and almost in- 
credible story of murder and profits 
in Harlan County, Ky., continued 
to unroll before the La _ Follette 
committee today. 

Among the witnesses was William 
(“Thug”) Johnson and Merle Mid- 
dleton, a cousin of the High Sheriff. 

At the close of today’s session 
the hearing was adjourned for an 
indefinite period. The investigation 
of Harlan county conditions began 
three weeks ago. 

“Was Supposed to Kill Him.” 

Johnson testified that he served 
as bodyguard for Merle Middleton, 
the Sheriff's cousin, last fall. “A 
man named Roark was supposed to 
kill him,” Johnson said. “He was 
a’follerin’ Merle around in a Plym- 
outh sedan.” 

“What was Roark’s occupation?” 
Chairman La Follette inquired. “His 
occupation at that time was tryin’ 
to kill Merle Middleton.” 

The chairman had difficulty pre- 
serving order. 

“Thug” is a character. He said 
Middleton told him at that time that 
Ben Unthank “had been promoted 
to ‘chief thug’ for the Harlan Coun- 
ty Coal Operators’ Association,” and 
that “his pay had been raised from 
$150 a month to $200 and expenses.” 

“They Killed Each Other.” 

Merle Middleton, a dark, sharp- 
faced man, in his late thirties, fol- 
lowed Johnson to the stand. 

“Have you ever been convicted 
of a crime?” La Follette § asked. 
“You mean a criminal offense—no, 
gir.” 

“Are you the Merle Middleton who 
was indicted on two counts of mur- 
der in 1934?” “I am.” 

“And your brother, Logan, was 
indicted with you?” “He was.” 

“What caused this indictment?” 
“Two fellows was gambling and 
they killed each other.” 

“And you and your brother were 
indicted for tt?” “Yes, sir.” 

Knows Bill Johnson. 

La Follette read a list of indict- 
ments against Merle Middleton, in- 
cluding conspiracy and pointing a 
pistol, and asked if he was the de- 
fendant in those cases. Middleton 
remembered some of them, but not 
all. 

“Do you know Bill Johnson?” 
“Very well.” 

“Both of you were deputies at the 
Harlan-Wallins mine?” “Yes.” 

“Did you ever give him any in- 
structions?” “Yes—mostly to go 
home when he was drunk.” 

“What do you understand a thug 
to be, in the nomenclature of Har- 
lan County?” “I don’t know.” 

“Do you know what a thug gang 
is?” “I never knew such a thing 
existed.” 

‘I Don’t Remember.’ 

“Do you remember instructing 
Bill Johnson to break up a union 
meeting at Shields in 1934?” “J 
don’t remember that.” 

Merle couldn’t remember “kick- 
ing a@ man across the _ railroad 
tracks,” as had been testified by 
Johnson and Marshall Musick. 

He couldn't remember telling 
Johnson to give a drink of whisky 
to a union organizer, and then hit 
him on the head with a pistol, and 
arrest him for being drunk. He 
couldn’t remember a meeting of 50 
deputies in the Sheriff's office, at 
which High Sheriff Theodore Mid- 
dieton told them “it is open season 
on union organizers in Harlan 
County.” About all he could remem- 
ber was his name. 

Merle couldn’t remember whether 
he was among 40 or 50 Harlan 
County deputies who besieged Wil- 
liam Turnblazer, local union presi- 
dent, in the New Harlan Hotel in 
December, 1934. Turnblazer was 
rescued by a detachment of Na- 
tional Guard, 

Telegram to Committee. 

Merle admitted sending a tele- 
gram to the committee, denying the 
testimony of Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Howard that he was with six depu- 
ties who visited a Harlan lunch- 
room two hours before 19-year-old 
Bennett Musick was murdered, say- 
ing that they were “going to see 
old man Musick.” Then he admit- 
ted that he had misinformed the 
committee by saying that he was 
in Ohio on that date. He was in 
Harlan, he said. 

Middieton involved himself in so 
many contradictions, and offered 
such wandering explanation that 
the chairman exclaimed: “Oh, let 
the record speak for itself!”

SHURTIN ATTACK

The injured: Kenneth Murray, 25 
years old, both arms broken; John 
Holmes, 55, broken right ankle; 
Wayne Rivers, 30, broken wrist; 
Sydney Piburn, 24, cuts and 
bruises; Roland Skeete, 28, and 
Norman Skeete, 25, cut and bruised. 
Police said they did not believe 
the raiders were members of the 
striking federated motion picture 
crafts. The men had damaged 
the office and disappeared when 


the office of the I. A. T. S. E., 
which is not on strike, were being 
signed up for class D labor in the 
studios. 

At Universal Studios John Kline, 
non-striking worker, was attacked 
by men he identified as pickets. He 
also was sent to a hospital.

In McCarran’s Substitute Bill 


Two New Justices (One for Each J udicial Cir- 
cuit) Provided—Increase in Lower Courts 
and Proctor Plans Abolished. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Senator 
McCarran (Dem.), of Nevada, a 
member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee who recently joined op- 
ponents of the President’s court 
reorganization scheme, today of- 
fered to the committee a substitute 
for the Roosevelt bill. 

The McCarran bill—the first com- 
plete substitute for the President's 
measure yet considered—would pro- 
vide two additional Supreme Court 
Justices, but no increase in the 
number of lower court Judges. 

The Supreme Court, under the 
McCarran bill, would be composed 
of 10 Associate Justices. and the 
Chief Justice. The Associate Jus- 
tices would represent the 10 judi- 
cial circuits now existing and va- 
cancies would be filled from those 
circuits. 

The McCarran plan also would 
eliminate the Roosevelt proposal 
for creation of a court proctor to 
watch for court congestion and as- 
sign Judges where they were 
needed. This duty would continue 
to be exercised by the Chief Jus- 
tice. 

The substitute bill actually was 
a re-draft of the compromise pre- 
viously submitted by the Nevada 
Senator. He recently declared 
against the Roosevelt proposal un- 
der which as many as six new Su- 
preme Court Justices could’ be 
named. 

McCarran said he proposed to 
eliminate the President’s plan for 
a proctor because he considered 
that such an officer would be “un- 
necessary” and “may result in far- 
reaching ill effects.” 

Some witnesses before the com- 
mittee had contended that the proc- 
tor plan, together with appointment 


of 50 new Judges for the lower 
courts would in effect “pack” the 
lower courts as well as the Supreme 
Court. 

McCarran said he eliminated the 
proposal for 50 new Judges in the 
lower courts because as new J udges 
became necessary, they would be 
recommended by the Chief Justice 
to Congress and could be provided 
by special legislation as at present. 

The Chief Justice, he added, 
would have authority to shift Dis- 
trict Judges around to care for spe- 
cially crowded conditions. 

Clarence N. Goodwin, American 
Judicature Society Board Chair- 
man, proposed today that three jus- 
tices be added to the Supreme Court 
‘49 insure that no constitutional 
act of Congress be overthrown.” He 
told the society’s annual meeting 
that advocates of the President's 
bill must admit that the constitu- 
tional attitude of at least three 
present justices could not be ques- 
tioned. 

“Personally, I would add to this 
group the Chief Justice,” Goodwin 
said. “But let us take the minimum 
of three and consider the possibility 
that two others will, at times, join 
the four whose attitude causes this 
great controversy.” “How many 
constitutionally - minded judges 
must be added to insure that no 
constitutional act of Congress will 
be overthrown? The answer is 
clearly three, for with an equally 
divided court, an act of Congress 
still stands.” 

Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War, is president of the so- 
ciety. One of the vice-presidents 
is Senator Van Nuys (Dem.) In- 
diana, an opponent of the Presi- 


dent’s bill.

WOMAN CONVICT 
REPUDIATES STORY 
OF MURDER PLOT 


Says She Admitted Com- 
plicity in Death of Hus- 
band Because of Threat 
to Prosecute Son. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 5.—The 
filing in Circuit Oourt here yes- 
terday of an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus for the release 
from the State penitentiary of Mrs. 
Mary Robinson of Marshfield, Web- 
ster County, under life sentence 
for complicity in the murder of 
her farmer husband in an alleged 
plot to collect his insurance, adds 
a new phase to a case which has 
stirred Southwest Missouri for 

nearly twd years. 

Testimony in support of the ap- 
plication may exonerate Dr. W. F. 
Schlicht, prominent Webster Coun- 
ty physician, who is facing his sec- 
ond trial on charges of conspiring 
with Mrs. Robinson and her 17- 
year-old son, Lloyd, in the plot. His 
first trial, in May, 1936, resulted in 
a hung jury. 

Although Mrs. Robinson appeared 
as a State’s witness in the physi- 
cian’s first trial and testified that 
she, her son and Dr. Schlicht had 
planned the murder of her hus- 
| band, Rober W. Robinson, in order 
| to collect on a $5000 insurance pol- 
‘icy, she states in her application 
that she did not conspire or make 
Plans with anyone to cause the 
death of her husband, and that 
she does not know at this time the 
full details of his death. 

Her testimony in Dr. Schlicht’s 
trial closely followed a signed con- 
fession made to Homer Chaffin, the 
Prosecuting Attorney of Webster 
County, and Hubert Highfill, at 
that time a Deputy Sheriff. Her 
application contends, however, that 
the confession was not dictated by 
her, and that she was coerced into 
signing it on threats of Chaffin and 
Highfill that unless she did so, her 
younger son, Robert Jr., would be 
charged with the murder. 

Son Supports Mother’s Story. 

Lloyd, now 19 years old and serv- 
ing a life sentence as the murderer 
of his father, supported the testi- 
mony of his mother at that trial. 
In a recent statement to John 
Bragg of Ava, his mother’s attor- 
ney, Lloyd denied that he had 
plotted his father’s death with Dr. 
Schlicht and his mother, and said 
he had killed him during a drunk- 
en quarrel. 

In Dr. Schlicht’s trial the State 
contended, and Lloyd and his moth- 
er testified, that the three had 
planned the murder of Robinson 
for some time. The boy said he re- 
fused several times, but finally 
agreed to kill his father. Lloyd said 
he sneaked up behind his father in 
the kitchen of their farm house, 
six miles east of Marshfield, and 
struck him with a horseshoe rasp. 
He then took the body in his au- 
tomobile to Phelps County and set 
fire to the automobile, he said, to 
make the death appear accidental. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the penitentiary, Lloyd 
had already made a written state- 
ment to Bragg clearing his mother 
and Dr. Schlicht of complicity. He 
repeated and enlarged upon his 
statement, saying he, too, had been 
forced to testify against the phy- 
sician, and now wanted to tell “how 
it really happened.” 

Youth’s Version of Death. 

“Dad and I had been driving up 
to Newburg, in Phelps County, oc- 
casionally,” he said. “We'd do a 
little drinking. When we would 
leave home we would tell mother 
we were going fishing, and we 
would take some fishing poles and 
a can of kerosene along and tell her 
we were going to build a fire. 

“That night, as we were going 
to Newburg, dad had some whisky 
and we drank a lot. We drove up 
Highway 66 to a place where I 
wanted to turn off to a market road 
to Newburg. There were two ways 
of going and dad wanted to go 
one way and I wanted to go the 
other. We were both drunk and 
argued a lot.

“Finally, I drove the way I want- 
ed, and dad got mad and started 
to kick me and beat me. Then he 
picked up the crankhandle off the 
floor, so I stopped the car and got 
out. He got out, too, and tried to 
hit me with the crankhandle. I 
forced it away from him and hit 
him on the head. He just fell flat 
on the road. 

“When I saw he was dead, I put 
dad back in the car and poured the 
kerosene over him and on the front 
seat. 

“I got in the car and started off. 
I pulled out the throttle and left 
the car in low gear, lit the kero- 
sene with a match, headed the car 
for the ditch and yumped out. Then 
I went to a nearby farmhouse and 
notified some people there.” 

Mother Testified for State. 

Lloyd said he signed the confes- 
sion after being told that unless he 
did so he would be hanged. He 
pleaded guilty of the murder in 
July, 1935, slightly more than a 
month after the killing, and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. His 
mother repudiated her confession 
and pleaded not guilty at her trial, 
which was held several weeks later 
at Bolivar, Polk County, on a 
change of venue.

The cause of the sit-down strike 
was the layoff on Monday of 37 em- 
ployes of the commercial truck di- 
vision in what the union charges 
was a renewal of the “speed-up sys- 
tem” complained of in the past. 

Statement by Union Head 

“Taking those men away throws 
their work onto the other men on 
the line and does not lessen pro- 
duction proportionately,” John Liv- 
ingston, president of Local Union 
25, United Automobile Workers of 
America, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “We discouraged an at- 
tempt to cut the force last Friday, 
but were unsuccessful in our at- 
tempts to prevent the layoffs on 
Monday,” Livingston stated. 

The regular shifts entered both 
plants at 7:30 o’clock this morning, 
worked for an hour and, Sy prear- 
ranged signal, stopped production.

LONDON, May 5.—Thirty million 
dollars’ worth of royal regalia and 
crown jewels will sparkle and glit- 
ter in Westminster Abbey at the 
coronation of King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth. They are the link 
between past, present and future 
Kings. Their material value only 
an estimate and their intrinsic 
worth beyond description. 

The jewels were removed last 
week to a jeweler’s for cleaning. 
and are under police guard, pending 
transfer to the Abbey. 

Only once since King George V 
was crowned in 1911 have they been 
taken from the royaltreasury at the 
Tower of London. That was during 
the World War when they were re- 
moved to Windsor Castle to protect 
them against possible air raids. 

What Regalia Consists Of. 

The regalia includes the King’s 
three crowns—the heavy coronation 
crown, the imperial state crown and 
the imperial crown of India—the 
sceptres, the virge or rode of pow- 
er, the or mound of sovereign- 
ty, the sword of mercy called cur- 
tana, the two swords of justice, the 
ring of alliance, the spurs of chival- 
ry and the bracelets. 

St. Edward’s crown is used only 
for coronations. Its name refers to 
supposed resemblance to that worn 
by Edward the Confessor. It was 
made for the coronation of Charles

STATE OLD AGE FUNDS 


Mi Ordered to Show 
ause Before Federal So- 
cial Security Board. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5.— 
Gov. Stark said today he had been 
notified by the Federal Social Secur- 
ity Board that the State would »e 
required to show cause at a hearing 
sefore the board in Washington next 
Tuesday why further Federal grants 
to the State for old-age assistance 
should be continued. 

In a letter to the Governor, A. 
J Altmeyer, chairman of the Fed- 
eral board said the question before 
the board was whether, in the ad- 
ministration of the Missouri plan o* 
old-age assistance, there was a fail- 
ure to comply substantially with 
the requirements of the Social Se- 
curity Act. 

Gov. Stark said he would request 
a postponement of the hearing for 
two or three weeks until the Leg- 
islature has had an opportunity to 
pass proposed legislation which 
possibly would correct the adminis- 
trative defects complained of by 
the National Board. 

Allegations in Letter. 

Altmeyer, in his letter, said the 
Missouri State Board of Eleemosv- 
nary Institutions, which is in charge 
of the old-age assistance program in 
the State, did not appear to have 
been able to develop the administra- 
tive controls necessary for the -f- 
fective administration of the plan. 

“After more than a year of op- 
eration there are still long waiting 
lists of applicants who are not re- 
ceiving assistance, presumably be- 
cause of the failure of the State to 
make more adequate provisions for 
the financing of the plan,” Altmey- 
er’s letter said. “Local machinery 
essential for the efficient adminis- 
tration in the counties does _ not 
seem to have been established due, 
among other causes, to the lack 
of sufficient funds for this purpose. 

“Although the plan submitted by 
the State and approved by the So- 
cial] Security Board required an- 
nual reinvestigation of the eligibility 
of all recipients of old age assist- 
ance, this requirement has not been 
observed.” 


The letter also said a recent audit 
of the payments made in Missouri 
from Feb. 1, 1936, to Jan. 1, 1937, 
showed the failure on the part of 
the State officials to justify ade- 
quately the expenditure of $846,648 
of Federal funds, which “seem to 
have been paid out in violation of 
the provisions of the approved State 
plan and of Federal regulations. 

Complaint as to Records, 

Altmeyer complained also be- 
cause the financial and accounting 
records of old-age pension disburse- 
ments were maintained in the of- 
fices of the State Auditor and State 
Treasurer, instead of being under 
the direct supervision of the State 
Old-Age Assistance Board. He 
stated also that statements of ex- 
penditures had been inaccurate be- 
cause they were based solely on 
certifications of persons on the pen- 
sion rolls made to the State Auditor 
without reference to the actual dis- 
bursements. 

“A similar situation exists with 
respect to statistical data and re- 
ports,” Altmeyer said. “The reports 
submitted to the Social Securit} 
Board also have been compiled from 
the records of certifications for 
grants and no method has been de- 
vised to ascertain whether these 
payments were actually made. Con- 
sequently, the reports were made 
without verification and are admit- 
tedly inaccurate. 

“Without adequate Statistical and 
financial reports, the Social Secur- 
ity Board cannot properly make its 
quarterly estimates of the amount 
of Federal funds required by the 
State, and determine whether the 
expenditures of funds by the State 
is in accordance witb the plan and 
the Social Security Act.” 

Altmeyer said these matters had 
been discussed with the proper Mis- 
souri officials by members of his 
staff on several occasions during 
the last year, but effective measures 
had not been taken to remedy the 
conditions. 


INQUIRY INTO U. S, CLAIM 
ON STANDARD OIL LANDS 


Congressional Sub-Committee to 
Learn “If Government Has 
Chance to Recover. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 5. — The 
House Naval Affairs Committee or- 
dered an investigation today to de- 
termine whether further legal ac- 
tion should be taken in an effort 
to recover 23,000 acres of oil lands 
held largely by the Standard Oil 
Co. of California. Chairman Vin- 
son (Dem.), Georgia, appointed a 
sub-committee of seven members 
to explore the possibilities. The 
sub-committee will report by June 1. 

Most of the land in question is 
situated in the Elk Hills and Buena 
| Vista Hills regions. The Govern- 
ment filed fraud suits against the 
‘Southern Pacific Railroad during 
‘the Wilson administration in an 
effort to get part of the land which 
the railroad had sold to the Stand- 


jard Oil Co. but the courts held 


against the Government. 

No appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court, however, and mem- 
bers of the committee said they 
would try to ascertain whether all 
legal remedies had been exhausted.

MRS. METRO ON STAND 
DENIES FORGERIES 


—— 


Concluded at Sec- 
ond Trial of Former Social 


Worker. 


Testimony in the second trial of 
Mrs. Edith V. Metro, 33-year-old 
former social worker, charged with 
forging a relief client’s name to a 
$33 check of the St. Louis Relief 
Administration, ended this after- 
noon in Circuit Judge Frank C. 
O’Malley’s court. 

Mrs. Metro, chief defense’ wit- 
ness, denied the charge, and denied 
that, as stated by four witnesses 
for the prosecution, she had admit- 
ted forgeries. One witness had said 


she admitted 78 such acts. 

The $33 check, Mrs. Metro de- 
clared, was indorsed and cashed not 
by her, but by the recipient, Mrs. 
Lida Adams, 4960 Union boulevard. 
Mrs. Adams, a witness yesterday, 
denied that she signed her name, 
or that she received the money, 
and said she had received grocery 
orders, but no cash except carfare. 

“I saw Mrs. Adams sign the 
éheck, and was with her when she 
cashed it,” the defendant testified. 
She said this occurred in a gro- 
cery store at 2918 Union. 

David Houghlin, lawyer, testified 
that he was sent by William J. 
Hough, Mrs. Metro’s attorney, to 
see Mrs. Adams, and that the lat- 
ter, in the presence of Mrs. Metro 
and Mrs. Metro’s father, admitted 
that she had received money from 
Mrs. Metro. 

The defense brought out also, by 
testimony of a court clerk, that the 
present charge was the only one 
now pending against Mrs. Metro. 
A mistrial occurred in a previous 
hearing of the case. In a similar 
case, based on a $6 check, Mrs. Me- 
tro was acquitted. 

The State, in rebuttal, recalled 
Mrs. Adams, who denied that she 
had ever cashed a check at the 
grocery store named, and called 
the store manager, who said he had 
not seen Mrs. Adams in the store. 

The State’s only direct testimony 
today was that of Detective Sergt. 
Albert Bean. He testified that Mrs. 
Metro, when questioned at Police 
Headquarters, typed a report of the 
questions put to her and her an- 
swers, but refused to sign it. He 
said she admitted signing the name 
of Mrs. Adams to the $33 check, also 


the co-indorsement of “Bessie Gar- | 
rett,” saying that was a name she | 
used. The typewritten matter was 
offered in evidence, but was not 
admitted by the Court. Bean’s tes- 
timony was similar to that of wit- 
nesses heard yesterday. 


Robert J. Crump, chief relief ad- 
ministrator, testified he went to Po- 
lice Headquarters after Mrs. 
Metro’s arrest Feb. 18, 1936, and 
saw her using a typewriter in the 
presence of Chief of Detectives 
John J. Carroll and other detectives. 

“I asked her how long she had 
been indorsing and cashing checks 
made out to others,” Crump said, 
“and she said, ‘Since last Novem- 
ber.’ I asked her as to the number 
of the checks she had signed and 
she said there were 12 or 14. 

“*Why did you do it?’ I asked, 
and she said, ‘I needed the money 
to pay for my operations. When I 
was in the hospital, my salary was 


I asked if anyone else was 
involved and she said no one was.” 
Crump said Mrs. Metro told him 
she would sign requisitions for the 
checks, and would request that they 
be sent to the Water Tower branch 
office, from which she worked. 

Harry E. Kay, W P A special in- 
vestigator, formerly having head- 
quarters at Kansas City, now of 
Philadelphia, testified that he had 
two conversations with Mrs. Metro 
about the forged checks. He said 
he took about 160 canceled checks 
of the Relief Administration to 
her, and that she went through the 
pile and picked out 76 which’ she 
said she had signed with forged in- 
dorsements. Later he asked her 
about two other checks, and he 
said she admitted having forged 
the indorsements to both, making 
the number 78. Kay quoted Mrs. 
Metro as saying, “All these checks 
were forged by me.” The dates 
ranged over a five months’ period 
before her arrest. 

Kay said Mrs. Metro put her 
statement in writing, but refused 
to sign it, Detective Frank Mateker 
testified that, at headquarters, Mrs. 
Metro wrote on a police typewrit- 
er, in question-answer form, a cor- 
rect report of her own admissions, 
but that she refused to sign the 
paper, saying she knew enough 
about law to make her unwilling to 
sign.

“Get 
up and give me your money,” the 
holdup man ordered. Schubert, 


husky, with $72.58 in his pockets, 
replied “go to hell” and arose 
threateningly. 
Robber Fires Two Shots. 

The robber fired two shots. Schu- 
bert collapsed. The first bullet 
passed through his hat, grazing 
the scalp; the second hit him in the 
abdomen, took a downward course 
and emerged from the thigh.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5.—The 
makeshift permanent registration 
bills for St. Louis and Kansas City. 
which omit safeguards considered 
necessary for such legislation, were 
rushed through to passage by the 
House yesterday afternoon, and 
now go to the Senate. 

The St. Louis bill was adopted by 
a vote of 90 to 30, and the Kansas 
City bill was passed by a vote of 87 
to 29. 

The two bills were pushed through 
the Houses by their sponsors in ap- 
proximately an hour, over the pro- 
test of an ineffective minority. This 
was in keeping with the speed 
which has been manifested by the 
Legislature in handling permanent 
registration bills for the two cities, 
which had been slumbering in 
House committees for about two 
months, Democratic Boss Tom Pen- 
dergast recently waved his political 
wand and ordered a permanent reg- 
istration bill passed for Kansas 
City. !

After Pendergast waved his wand, 
the Kansas City bill was rushed 
out of the House Elections Commit- 
tee last week in the form of a com- 
mittee substitute—sometimes re- 
ferred to as a Pendergast substi- 
tute—which eliminated several of 
the election fraud safeguards in the 
original bill. Thereafter the St. 
Louis bill came rolling out of the 
game committee, stripped of sev- 
eral of its principal cogs, as a sort 
of trailer to the Kansas City bill. 

The Democratic majority in the 
House aparently desired to spend 
little time on the two bills, when 
they came up yesterday as a 
special order of business. There 
were jeers when Republicans, and 
Representative William Weakley, 
Democrat, of Pike County, raised 
objections that the bills did not 
safeguard elections. 

The Kansas City bill was called 
up first, by Representative Thomas 
Gill of Kansas City, chairman of 
the Elections Committee. He 
wasted no time in explaining it. “I 
think the bill will be all right for 
Kansas City, and we want it,” he 

said. “There are no frills on it. 
We want to get it through. Pass 
it and send it over to the Senate. 
If there is anything wrong with the 
bill, it can be amended in the Sen- 
ate.” 
Weakley’s Opposition. 
Weakley said he did not think 
either the St. Louis or Kansas City 
bills contained the necessary safe- 
guards. He said it might be pos- 
sible, through operation of the two 
city measures, “to disfranchise all 
of the voters of Northeast Mis- 
souri.” Weakley added that “We 
know a weak law can be more 
easily abused than a strong one.” 
Weakley voted against both bills. 
Dr. J. A. Gray, Republican of 

Atchison County, said the bill was 

not one sponsored or sought by the 

people of Kansas City, but was “the 
personal bill of Tom Pendergast, 
the big boss.” 

He condemned the elimination of 

a requirement of signatures by vot- 

ers, in casting their ballots, a pro- 

vision that also was cut out of the 

St. Louis bill, after the Kansas City 

Boss gave his orders. 

“Why doesn’t the big-shot politi- 
cal boss of Missouri want a signa- 
ture clause in the bills?” Gray 
asked. “Everybody knows that in 
the last general election at least 

50,000 ghost votes were counted in 

Kansas City. The signature require- 

ment would put an end to that, and 

that is the reason they don’t want 
the signature requirement. 

“The boss has spoken and these 
bills likely will be passed. 

“But some day the people of Mis- 

souri will speak and it will be a 

mighty roar—and Pendergastism 

will be no more.” 

Kansas City members sat smiling 
in their seats and as soon as Gray 
finished called for a roll call on 
passage. 

With the Kansas City bill on its 
way, after its demonstration of the 
power of the spoken word from the 
right quarter in Kansas City, it was 
easy sailing for the St. Louis bill, 

which was under discussion only a 

few minutes. 

Representative Maurice Schech- 
ter of St. Louis assured the House 
the St. Louis measure was a good 
bill, that it had plenty of safe- 
guards, and that the people of St. 

Louis wanted it. He did not men- 

tion protests which have been made 
by the drafters of the original bill, 
who have said the substitute should 
be defeated. 

After a few words of opposition 
by Weakley and Gray the roll was 
called, and the St. Louis bill, still 
trailing the Kansas City measure, 
left the House to follow it to the 
other end af the legislative floor. 

Only one Republican, H. S. Rain- 
water of Polk County, voted for 
the Kansas City bill, while five 
Democrats—J. F. Bentley of Ran-

DELLOR DEFEATS 
MRS, MARS’ ACE 
BY LENGTH IN 
ONE-MILE RACE 


Son of Man o’ War May 
Go to Post as the Even 
Money Favorite in Satur- 
day’s Classic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5.—Qnce 
again hysteria, better known in 
these parts as the Kentucky Derby, 
has this capital of the turf world 
within its grip. 

Where yesterday it appeared that 
the “hardboots” would take this 
Derby in stride, today there’s a 
tenseness that gives the feeling of a 
storm ready to let loose with all its 
fury. There is no need to tell cas- 
ual visitors that the ranking three- 
year-olds of the country will settle 
their argument over $50,000 at his- 
toric Churchill Downs late Saturday 
afternoon. 

In the first place, there are not 
many casual visitors. For the most 
part, people arriving in Louisvlile 
came for only one purpose — to 
watch the sixty-third running of 
America’s most famous horse race. 
If the weather man co-operates, 
some 75,000 Kentuckians and horse 
fans from every walk of life 

throughout the country are expect- 
ed to pack the quarter-mile long 
stands and overflow into the infield 
three days hence. 

Race Has Everyone Guessing. 

Crowds throng the main business 
section, talking of nothing but the 
Derby. Newsboys yell incoherent 
words regarding some new develop- 
ment among the 15 to 18 horses 
which are expected to answer the 
call to boots and saddles. 

Far away from the stir and bustle 
are quartered the equine actors, ap- 
parently unmindful of the fact that 
their presence threatens to turn 
this city into a topsy-turvy world 
by Saturday. 

More than ever, it seems, this 
Derby has everybody guessing, and 
poring over past performances and 
workouts in an effort to come up 
with a winner. Last year Brevity 
held the center of the stage with 
the others given only an outside 
chance of winning. One of them, 
Bold Venture, did it. 

Today, however, the conversa- 
tions center around at least five 
of the eligibles — Samuel Riddle’s 
War Admiral, Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ 
Reaping Reward, J. H. Louchheim’s 
Pompoon, the Wheatley Stable’s 
Melodist and J. W. Parrish’s Dellor. 

Dellor Beats Reaping Reward. 

Dellor forged into the picture 
yesterday when he whipped the 
highly regarded Reaping Reward 
and 10 other Derby eligibles in the 
mile of the “trial.” The defeat of 
Reaping Reward served to estab- 
lish War Admiral more firmly as 
the favorite. It wouldn’t be sur- 
prising to see the son of Man 0’ 
War held at even money at post 
time. 

Although beaten in his first start 
of the year, Reaping Reward still 
stacks up as a mighty hard horse 
to beat. Jockey Alfred Robertson 
said the race was just what the 
son of Sickle needed to make him 
run Saturday. He appeared a trifle 
short after taking the lead at the 
. head of the stretch and then failing 
to hold off Dellor’s game bid in the 
final sixteenth. 

“I was told to hold him back the 
first half mile but I nearly had to 
choke him to keep him from going 
to the front,” said Robertson. “The 
track was not exactly to his liking, 
either. He should benefit by the 
race,” 

Case Ace Will Start. 

As the result of the “trial,” in 
which Mrs. Mars’ other entry, Mili- 
tary, finished fourth, Trainer Bob 
McGarvey decided to saddle also 
Case Ace Saturday. The three-ply 
entry would furnish a fine com- 
bination. Case Ace is rated one of 
the fastest three-year-olds of the 
year for about six furlongs, while 
both Reaping Reward and Military 
are stretch runners. Much depends, 
however, on the getting of a good 
jockey for Case Ace. Robertson 
will ride Reaping Reward, while 
Sonny Workman is expected to 
throw a leg over Military. 

War Admiral will not have a 
running mate but in the words of 
veteran George Conway — “He 
doesn’t need any.” The offspring 
of Old Red is a little horse but as 
Zame as they come. The colt 
worked out in the mud yesterday, 
but Conway is hoping for a fast 
track, for he doesn’t perform at his 
best over a heavy oval. 

War Admiral worked the full 
route of a mile and one-quarter. 
With rain pelting down and the 
track already slow from the pre- 
vious night’s downpour, the son of 
Man O’ War stepped the distance 
in the excellent time of 2:08 3-5, 
after going the six furlongs 
1:15 45 and passing the mile post 
in 1:42 3-5. | 

Dellor Wins by Length. 

In the “Trial,” Dellor, a 20 to 1 
shot in the Derby betting, won by 
a length, with Reaping Reward, 
the heavy favorite, wilting in the 
stretch after setting a furious pace. 
Back of Reaping Reward was Bern- 
ard F., and then came Military, 
coupled with Reaping Reward as 
the Milky Way Farm's entry. Off 
the race yesterday, Military looked 
as if it might be the real threat 
for the stable. Military, second in 
the Santa Anita Derby, came from 
far back in the early running and

HEELFLY WORKS 


DERBY DISTANCE 
“IN 2:06.4 ON 
A FAST TRACK

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5.—Heel- 
fly, Kentucky Derby hope of the 
Waggoner brothers’ Texas-owned 
Three D’s stable, fairly flew over 
the Churchill Downs track this 
morning in his final prep for Sat- 
urday’s renewal of the $50,000 stake. 


Over a track still fast, despite a 
steady rain, the son of Royal Ford 
was clocked in the fast time of 
2:06 2-5 for the Derby route of a 
mile and a quarter. He was clocked 
in :2445 at the quarter pole. 
reached the half-mile marker in ‘45 
flat and was really stepping as he 
hit the six-furlong post in 1:14, and 
the mile in 1:39 4-5. 

J. H. Loucheim’s Pompoon, erst- 
while favorite, was kept in his stail 
until the track became sloppy and 
then worked the Derby distance in 
2:104-5, galloping out the last 
eighth. C. F. (Danny) Clark, genial 
trainer of the son of Pompey, smiled 
as he watched his charge revel in 
the going, stepping the distance in 
the fractions of :241-5, :362-5, 1:02, 
1:15, 1:29, 1:422-5 and 1:56. From 
then on Clark was waving him 
down.

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Italy’s New Military Budgets 
Higher Than During Ethiopian War 


Cheering Deputies Pass $289,300,000 Bill— 
Admiral Says From Now on Nation 
Must Have “Ocean-Going Navy.” 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 5.—With Premier 
Mussolini watching them, cheering 
deputies of the Italian Parliament 
last night passed Mussolini’s 5,500,- 


000,000 lire ($289,300,000) national 
defense budget for 1937-38, an in- 
crease of 727,000,000 lire ($38,240,- 
000) over the 1936-37 defense ex- 
penditures. 

With shouts of “Duce! Duce!” 
they received the Government’s ex- 
planations of why Italy, with no 
war on her hands, now must spend 
more money on armaments than 
she appropriated for her three de- 
fense Ministers when she was fight- 
ing in Ethiopia. 

The budgets approved were for 
the ordinary peace time expenses 
of the army, navy and air force. 
During the Ethiopian war there 
were numerous extraordinary ap- 
propriations for the African cam- 
paign which were placed in the 
budget of the Minister of Colonies. 

These explanations were made by 
Mussilini’s Undersecretaries of War, 
Navy and Air—I] Duce himself is 
Minister of all three departments— 
Gen. Alberto Pariani, Admiral Do- 
menico Cavagnari and Gen. Giusep- 
pe Valle. 

Admiral Cavagnari insisted the 
Italian navy “from now on must 
become an ocean-going navy” rather 


than one confined to the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. He pictured the Medi- 
terranean and adjacent seas as 
sure to be battle zones in any fu- 
ture European war. 

His budget, providing for build- 
ing more striking units and in- 
creasing naval personnel, was for 
1,850,000,000 lire ($97,310,000), or 
nearly 300,000,000 lire ($15,780,000) 
more than last year. 

Gen. Pariani told the Deputies 
Italy was taking no chances con- 
cerning protection of her frontiers. 
The Government, he said, intended 
to build up in the Italian peninsula 
an army which would be able to 
paralyze an enemy’s advances and 
“win the war in the shortest pos- 
sible time.” 

He outlined establishment of a 
permanent froniter guard, “which 
would live on its own posts, have its 
own materials on its posts and 
therefore be ready at all times to 
close access to Italy.” 

In one unusual and unexplained 
passage, Gen. Pariani said Italy’s 
armies under this budget would be 
able to guarantee safety “for 
Italian works of art.” He asked for 
2,550,000,000 lire ($134,130,000). 

Gen. Valle, Undersecretary of 
Air, demanded an increase of about 


280,000,000 lire ($14,728,000) for air.

TALY, GERMANY TALK 
OF FUROPE'S SECURITY 


In Communique Urge Power 
to ‘Wider Collaboration’ 
to That End. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 5.—Italy and Ger- 
many held out to other powers an 
offer of “wider collaboration” for 


European security today. 
Themselves bound in a come- 
what-may alliance, the dictator- 
ruled Fascist and Nazi states made 
the offer at the close of conversa- 
tions between Premier Mussolini of 
‘taly and Foreign Minister Konstan- 
tin von Neurath of Germany. It was 
contained in an official commu 


nique. 
The communique said the confer- 


ees “examined major political and 
economic problems which interest 
Italy and Germany, exchanged 
ideas which this meeting made pos- 
sible, and confirmed once more the 
strict community of interest and 
identity of views of the two govern- 
ments. 

“There was then reaffirmed the 
will of the two governments to con- 
tinue to follow the spirit of the Ital- 
ian-German agreement’ verbally 
signed in Berlin last October, ap- 
plication of which has given great 
satisfaction to Italy and Germany 
and at the same time has been a 
concrete constitution to cause 
peace.” 

Agreement in October. 


Italy and Germany announced 
last October vague terms of an 
agreement to work together on ma- 
jor European problems “for peace 
and reconstruction.” 

Commenting on the Italian-Ger- 
man desire for greater European 
political and economic stability, the 
communique said: 

“These conversations also enabled 
the two governments to reaffirm 
their precise will to continue to 
exert in the future every effort 
which can lead to wider collabora- 
tion with the other powers, and 
tend to assure Europe of the essen- 
tial condition for greater and more 
secure political and economic se- 
curity.” 

Virginio Gayda, often Musso- 
lini’s mouthpiece, writing in Il Gi- 
ornale d’Italia, warned Great Brit- 
ain and France to heed the Italian- 
German gestures. He also said the 
statesmen discussed defense meas- 
ures. 
“Deliberate Provocation.” 


The Italian spoxesman observed 
that collaboration of Great Britain 
and France with Germany and 
Italy required good wil on both 
sides, and added: “This condition 
is evidently lacking in the sectors 
which direct the policy of France 
and Great Britain.” 

Complaining about British and 
French press attacks on various 
phases of Italian and German pol- 
icy, particularly in Spain, Gayda 
asserted “We are once again in the 
presence of a movement: of delib- 
erate provocation.” 

Mussolini and Von Neurath met 
for an hour in the Palazzo Venezia 
this afternoon. Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, the Italian Foreign Minister 
who married Mussolini’s daughter, 
was with them.

PETTENGILL PRAISES LABOR 
RECORD OF SUPREME COURT 


Congressman and Harvard Profes- 
sor, in Boston Addresses, Criti- 
cise Roosevelt Scheme. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 5. — 
President Roosevelt’s plan to re- 
organize the Supreme Court was 
criticised by Represegtative Samuél 
B. Pettengill (Dem.), Indiana, and 
Prof. Erwin N. Griswold of the 
Harvard Law School in addresses 
before the anniversary banquet of 
the State Society of Sons of the 
American Revolution last night. 

“Let us look at the labor record 
of the great court... the whole 
record, or we judge the court with- 
out evidence,” Pettengill said. 
“About 100 cases have gone to the 
Supreme Court involving state and 
Federal legislation in which labor 
was vitally interested. The record 
proves 80 of these 100 cases have 
been decided favorably to labor .., 
a fair batting record in any league.” 

Prof. Griswold said “it is not 
clear that legislation could solve the 
problem. It is hard to see, like- 
wise, that there is a crisis when we 
have not fully used the legislative 
powers that are available.” 


NO CHANCE OF UNITED IRELAND, 
DECLARES ULSTER PREMIER 


If Union Were Created “by Mira- 
cle,” He Says, It Would Result 
Only in Civil War. 
LONDON, May 5.—Viscount 
Craigavon, Premier of Northern 
Ireland, dashed cold water today on 
Eamon de Valera’s hope of seeing 
Ulster and the Irish Free State unit- 
ed under his proposed new consti- 

tution. 

If an Irish union were created by 
“some miracle,” Viscount Craigavon 
said in his first public comment on 
the Free State’s proposed constitu- 
tion, it would result “oniy in civil 
war.” 

“Tt makes not a pin point of dif- 
ference what takes place in South- 
ern Ireland (the Free State) as far 
as our position in the United King- 
dom and the Empire is concerned,” 
the Premier said at a luncheon cf 
the Overseas League. “I honestly 
believe the man is not yet born 
who could -‘overn the whole of Ire- 
land if by some miracle the north 
and south did come together.” 


Rail Strike Averted in Japan. 

TOKIO, May 5.—A _ threatened 
railway strike was temporarily 
averted today by a Government 
promise of .wage increases, after 
1000 employes of the Railway Min- 
istry barricaded themselves at the 
Railway Club.

AGE PENSION SUM 
QUESTION RAISED 
BY JUSTICE STONE 


Asks Why It Would Not 
Have Been Better to Let 
Company Pay Tax, Then 
Have Action Instituted. 


‘1 HAVE GONE ALONG 
WITH YOU,’ HE SAYS 


Comment Directed at Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, Govern- 
ment Counsel in Social 
Security Case. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The old- 
age pension provisions of the Social 
Security Act were argued today be- 
fore the Supreme Court. 

Opening for the Government, 
Robert H. Jackson, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, explained the Depart- 
ment of Justice had waived the 
question of jurisdiction in order to 
obtain a quick ruling. The suit was 
filed by George Davis, a stockholder 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Co. of Boston, to restrain the com- 
pany from paying taxes levied un- 
der the act. The Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Boston held both the old- 
age pension and employment-insur- 
ance provisions of the act invalid. 
The employment-insurance  provi- 
sions are before the Supreme Court 
in another case, which already has 
been argued. 

Justice Stone Questions Tactics. 

Justice Stone asked Jackson 
whether it would not have been bet- 
ter to let the company pay the tax 
and then attempt to compel it to 
bring suit for recovery of _ the 
money. 

“Had not an imperative political 
situation faced us we should prob- 
ably have taken a different posi- 
tion,” Jackson said. 

He explained taxes were being 
collected from 26,000,000 employes 
and 2,700,000 employers and it was 
“vitally important to the Govern- 
ment to obtain an early decision,” 

Wonders About Receding. 

Justice Stone said the Govern- 
ment usually had argued in tax 
cases that the levy should be paid 
and then suit instituted to recover, 

“T have gone along with you on 
that,” he said. “I wonder if I should 
recede in my position.” 

“I should dislike to say anything 
that would discourage you,” Jack- 
son replied. He said that the law as 
to injunctions was “somewhat un- 
settled.” 

“This would make it more wun- 
settled if you succeed,” Justice 
Stone replied. 

“Discretionary Power.” 

Justice Cardozo asked if the Gov- 
ernment could “take away the dis- 
cretionary power of the directors” 
of the company as to their policy. 

“They surrendered that them- 
selves,” Jackson said. 

The Edison company has joined 
the Government in appealing from 
the Circuit Court of Appeals deci- 
sion. 

Edward Francis McClennen, a 63- 
year-old lawyer, is counsel for 
Davis. On the Government side 
are Jackson and Charles Edward 
Wyzanski Jr., 31, and Thomas H. 
Eliot, general counsel for the Social 
Security Board, 29.

FOREIGNERS’ OWN COURTS 


Agreement Drawn Up to Break 
Practice of Centuries; 12-Year 
Transitory Period. 

By the Associated Press. 
MONTREUX, Switzerland, May 5. 
—The text of an agreement abolish- 


ing the centuries-old privileges of 
foreigners to be tried in their own 
courts in Egypt was completed to- 
day. 

A special committee of the In- 
ternational Conference to end the 
so-called “capitulations” was as- 
signed to prepare the text for pre- 
sentation at a conference of the 
steering committee in time for dis- 
cussion at a plenary session, pos- 
sibly tomorrow. 

The convention provides for a 12- 
year transitory period during which 
mixed courts, composed of foreign 
and Egyptian Judges, will preside 
at trials involving foreigners. It 
provides for a foreign majority on 
the mixed court but stipulates al] 
replacements shall be with Egyp- 
tion Judges. 

It includes an Egyptian agree- 
ment to judge foreigners according 
to principles generally accepted un- 
der modern legislation. 


FRENCH CREDIT AMERICANS 
WITH FIRST SIT-DOWN STRIKE 


Action at Akron Plant Inspired Oc- 
cupation of Factories in 
France. 


PARIS, May 5.—As far as France 
is concerned, the “sit-down” strike 
is an American invention. 

Officials of the General Confed- 
eration of Labor told the Associ- 
ated Press that the stay-in strike 
of Goodyear Tire’s Akron plant in 
March, 1936, was probably the first 
practical application of the new 
occupational method. 

Inspired by the success of the 
Goodyear strike employes of three 
motor and airplane factories in the 
Paris district occupied their plants 
for four days until they got higher 
wages and paid vacations. They 
were the _ sit-down pioneers in 
France. 

This was the signal for the epi- 
demic of strikes that spread over 
France in the summer of 1936. 


TREASURY INCOME INCREASE 


Ten Months of 1937 Fiscal Year Ex- 
ceed 1936 12-Month Period. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The first 
10 months of the fiscal year 1937 
have produced more revenue, a 
Treasury statement shows today, 
than the entire fiscal year of 1936. 
The Treasury report, covering the 
current year through May 3, shows 
total income of $4,128,368,647. Re- 
ceipts for the entire previous year 
were $4,115,956,615. 

Customs receipts collected thus 
far this year have amounted to 
$403,086,892, in contrast with $386,- 
811,593 for the entire previous 12 
months. Today’s statement also 
reveals the Treasury’s inactive gold 
fund was pushed over the $600,000,- 
000 mark, increasing $29,655,248 over 


the previous day.

ECLIPSE EXPEDITION TO CARRY 
ELEVEN TONS OF EQUIPMENT 


Navy-Geographic Society Party to 


Sail from Honolulu 
Tomorrow. 

WASHINGTON, May 5. — The 
solar eclipse expedition which will 
sail tomorrow from Honolulu for 
one of the Phoenix Islands south 
of the Equator will take with it 11 
tons of scientific instruments, the 
National Geographic Society an- 
nounced today. 

The society is co-operating with 
the United States navy in the ex- 
pedition, The total eclipse will take 
place June 8. 

The instruments will include nine 
telescopes; six spectographs, which 
break up and measure light; dozens 
of cameras and photographic plates 
sensitive to fine shadings of color; 
and clocks of high accuracy. 

A new device, consisting of a ro- 
tating disk from the edge of which 
pieces have been cut, will enable 
the scientists to make the first ac- 
curate rictures of the outer edges 
of the sun’s corona, from which 
particles of matter are thought to 
shoot into space. 

Capt. J. F. Hellweg, superintend- 
ent of the Naval Observtory and 
a member of the expedition, will 
use a special camera to make a new 
determination of man’s time sys- 
tem. 

Charles Bittinger of Washington 
will accompany the expedition to 
paint a picture of the eclipse as it 
looks to the human eye.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Refusal 
of officers of the Kinner Airplane

Lane also ques- 
tioned the commission’s authority to 
issue subpenas in a registration 
statement hearing. He said he 
would carry these points to the 
Supreme Court if necessary. Por- 
ter refused yesterday to testify.

CHINESE LIBERATION 
LEADER IN ST. LOUIS 


Dr. Heng-chih Tao Says Oppo- 
sition to Japanese Aggres- 
sion Grows. 


The unity of the Chinese people 
in opposition to Japanese aggression 
is growing rapidly, Dr. Heng-chih 
Tao, director of the National Lid- 
eration Education Association %f 
China and one of the leaders in 
the movement for complete national 
independence, said to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch in an interview 
here today. 


Dr. Tao is visiting the United 
States as a representative of the 
All-China Liberation Federation, to 
enlist the support of the 100,000 Chi- 
nese in this country for the move- 
ment and to win sympathy for the 
undertaking among Americans. He 
' “l sneak at 8 o’clock tonight at 
the Y. M. H. A., Union boulevard 
and Enright avenue, under auspices 
of the American League Against 
War and Fascism. 

One of the principal aims of the 
national liberation federation, the 
prevention of civil war, has al- 
ready been accomplished, Dr. Tao 
declared. Threatened outbreaks in 
Southwestern China and in Shansij 
Province recently were averted be- 
cause members of the federation, 
including such influential persons 
as Madame Sun Yat Sen, widow of 
the founder of the Chinese Repub- 
lic, and officers of the national 
government, succeeded in forcing 
compromises in the interest of 
peace, he said. 

Dr. Tao explained that strong 
public opinion for a democratic na- 
tional government had been created 
in nearly all parts of China by the 
federation, which was formed a 
year ago from more than 50 organi- 
zations interested in the liberation 
of the country. 

“We stand for a democratic gov- 
ernment with a national congress 
in which all parties will be repre- 
sented, the education of the masses 
for an understanding of the crisis 
in China, and a fight against Japan 
to reclaim our territory into which 
it has penetrated,” he said. 


“Without unity for the common 
defense, there is no limit to the 
eventual conquest by the Japanese,” 
he continued, “Japan has. clearly 
indicated that the penetration of 
China would be followed by com- 
plete conquest of all Asia.” ° 

The next step in the federation’s 
program is the ousting of pro-Japa- 
nese officials from the Government, 
he said. Others in the Government 
are sympathetic to the cause and 
Gen, Chiang Kai Shek, who is a vir- 
tual dictator, has not opposed the 
movement, Dr. Tao declared. 

Dr. Tao, who is 43 years old, is a 
graduate of the University of Illi- 
nois and a former student at Colum- 
bia. He speaks English fluently. 
For 20 years he has been engaged 
in education in China and has writ- 
ten several books on the history 
and culture of his country. His 
home is Shanghai.

Jobs for Negroes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE last city election, so far as Negroes 
are concerned, was different from any 
other we have had in this city. The rec- 
ords of candidates on giving Negroes jobs 
under them has never been discussed in 
public as in this last campaign. This 
condition came about because a crowd of 
young educated men and women around 
40 years of age has taken charge of the 
Negroes politically. These young people 
started to dig up the facts on the can- 
didates in the election of 19382 and pre- 
sented thenf to the people. They turned 
thousands of votes from Mr. Nolte and 
Mr. Remmers. From now on, the men 
who run for places with many jobs will 
have to show the Negroes that they have 
been, or will be, fair in giving them jobs. 
Neither party has been fair so far. 
When Mr. Dickmann became Mayor, 
there were over 1200 jdbs in the city, pay- 
ing from $3250 to $10,000 per year, and no 
Negro held one, and no Negro has been 
given one of these jobs yet. Then there 
are over 1500 jobs in the city paying from 
$1800 to $3000, and only about 25 Negroes 
in them. Mr. Dickmann has made only 
one appointment of $3000 to Negroes. 
There is the Police Department, with 
1818 policemen and 30 Negroes; the Fire 
Department, with 950 men and 20 Ne- 
groes, the Election Commissioners’ office, 
with 72 people and only one Negro, a jane 
itor. The old-time Republican who talks 
‘about Abe Lincoln will make as much 
impression on these young people if he 
were “singing psalms to dead horses.” 
These young people are going to contend 
for more places in the party’s counsels, 
and more elected positions. Party labels 
and party principle are going to be as 
light on these young people’s shoulders 
as that “possum” was in Uncle Remus’ 
stomach. These young people know that 
12 per cent of the people in this country 
are working for the Federal, state, coun- 
ty, city, village or Wistrict governments, 
and less than 2 per cent of the Negroes 
‘ are holding such jobs. They know that 
the Negroes are 11% per cent of the pop- 
ulation, and want jobs on that basis. 
The Negroes aré sticking to the Demo- 
cratic party because they believe in 
President Roosevelt, but it is problemat- 
ical what they will do when he goes out 
of the White House.

THE MAYOR QUITS COLD. 


Mayor Dickmann, whose bill for permanent regis- 
tration is being murdered at Jefferson City, refuses 
to do anything about it. He is quitting cold a fight 
that he himself began. He is repudiating his pledged 
word of Aug. 3, 1936, that he would go to Jefferson 
City at the proper time and work personally for the 
bill his committee drafted. 

Previous to that, on July 30, following the Post-Dis- 
patch exposure of wholesale election frauds in St. 
Louis, the Mayor issued a formal] public statement, 
reading in part as follows: 

There has been, for some time past, a popular 
demand for a permanent registration law for St. 
Louis. I have always been in favor of permanent 
registration. ... It is my intention, in the very 
near future, te appoint a bi-partisan committee 
of representative persons of experience to con- 
sider and draft a permanent registration bill for 
introduction at the next session of the State 


Legislature. ... 

I know that all good citizens are for clean, 
honest elections and will co-operate with me to 
the fullest extent in drafting the proper kind of 
law that will be beneficial to all citizens of St. 


Louis. 
The committee was duly appointed. After examin- 
ing permanent registration laws operating success- 
fully in other parts of the country, its members 
drafted a model bill for St. Louis. It was one of the 
most carefully-considered pieces of legislation ever to 
be presented to the General Assembly. 

That was the trouble. The bill was too good. Its 
safeguards against fraud were too tight. The ma- 
chine politicians of St. Louis and Kansas City, who 
thrive on election thievery, had no intention of ruin- 
ing their own racket by passing the Mayor's bill. 
They shelved it. 

Instead, at the nod of Boss Pendergast, two new 
permanent registration bills, one for Kansas City and 
the other for St. Louis, were hastily drawn up and 
rushed through the lower house in an exhibition of 
speed strangely at variance with the interminable de- 
lay shown with other legislation. 

Why is this? It is because there is an overwhelm- 
ing public demand for permanent registration, which 
even the powerful Pendergast recognizes, and the ma- 
chine politicians, knowing that some kind of per- 
manent registration must be put into the law, are 
feverishly attempting to put in their kind, rather 
than the people’s kind.

It is the consensus of this expert opinion that the 
Pendergast bills actually weaken the present laws— 
and, under the present laws, we have had an orgy 
of fraud both in St. Louis and in Kansas City un- 
precedented in the State’s annals! 

Was there ever anything more contemptuous of 
public opinion? 

Yet the Mayor, asked to redeem his promise, asked 
to go to bat for a bill insuring election decency, quits 
cold. 

And what about his City Counselor, Mr. Wayman? 
Mr. Wayman was chairman of the Mayor’s committee 
that drafted the model bill. Mr. Wayman says he is 
not familiar enough with the substitute bill to con- 
demn it, though it is a notorious fact, familiar to all 
who read the newspapers, that the bill omits the all- 
important signature clause, and that alone is suffi- 
cient to condemn it. Mr. Wayman goes on to say 
that, unless the bill contains something which would 
“actively promote fraud,” it would be better to let it 
pass, with the hope of later amendment.

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GOV. STARK’S WISE VETO. 

One of the principal aims in life of the Missouri 
Legislature as now constituted is the obtaining of 
perquisites (or “gravy,” as the vernacular has it) for 
the members. One order for such a repast has now 
been blocked by the timely veto of Gov. Stark. His 
action will be applauded by all citizens who think the 
Legislature’s duty-is to pass needed laws and to func- 
tion with the greatest economy consistent with effi- 
ciency. 

This would have been delicious gravy, too. The 
Constitution requires that the State statutes be gone 
over every 10 years, to weed out obsolete laws, in- 
sert new measures and repeal acts found unconsti- 
tutional. The job isn’t due until 1939, but legislators 
with an eye to a good thing thought it would be fine 
to have a preliminary commission of 16 members 
(chosen from the Legislature, of course) to function 
for 18 months at the pleasant stipend of $10 a day 
and expenses. So the bill was passed with a rush, 
but just when mouths were watering for the expected 
nourishment came the crushing news that the Gover- 
nor had vetoed the measure. 

The Legisjature’s insolence in attempting this grab 
becomes plain in the light of the Attorney-General’s 
finding that the scheme is unconstitutional on four 
grounds. The next revision is the task of the 1939 
Legislature and no other, he declares. Legislators 
are forbidden to accept other State offices. The 
Legislature is forbidden to exercise executive powers. 
And no legislator may be paid more than $5 a day. 

When legislators are false to their trust, the Gov- 
ernor has a potent weapon, in the veto power, for pro- 
tecting the people. All honor to Mr, Stark for using 
it on this occasion to stop a barefaced squandering 
of public funds to benefit a handful of gravy-seekers! 
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REPEAL THE TEACHERS’ ANTI-UNION RULE. 

The public hearing in protest against the 17-year- 
old rule which forbids St. Louis teachers and certain 
other public school employes from belonging to unions 
provides the Board of Education with a suitable oc- 
casion for abandoning this admittedly dead-letter reg- 
ulation. 
The question is not whether a teachers’ union is ad- 
visable or inadvisable. Neither is it whether a major- 
ity of the 2700 teachers and principals want to belong 
to a teachers’ union or do not want to belong. The only 
question is whether or not the teachers shall have 
the right to joina union. We believe there is no reason 
why teachers should be singled out for an anti-union 
rule, any more than they should be singled out for 
special oaths of allegiance. Such discriminations de- 
tract from the dignity and importance of teaching. 

Four of the 12 board members spoke out against 
the rule, along with representatives of various civic 
and labor groups, including the Social Justice Com- 
mission. No one spoke for the rule. We hope this 
can be taken to presage repeal at the board’s monthly 
meeting next Tuesday night. St. Louis’ generally fine 
reputation for the protection of individual rights will 
be enhanced by the discard. 
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FRANCO OPPOSES A MISSION OF MERCY. 

Besieged Bilbao is undergoing both the new horrors 
of aerial and mechanized warfare and the ancient 
horror of food shortage. To its normal population of 
about 171,000 have been added some 250,000 refugees, 
mostly women, children and aged. The Basque cap- 
ital’s tragic plight appeals to the humanitarian in- 
stincts of England, France and other neutrals. They 
are taking steps to move out the helpless victims of 
the bitter Spanish war. 

But the evacuation must proceed against the vig- 
orous protests of Gen. Franco, leader of the besiegers. 
He will not guarantee the safety of the rescue ships, 
either coming or going, he says. Several months ago, 
loyalist authorities offered safe passage to the wom- 
en and children in the besieged Alcazar, and repeat- 
edly appealed to the rebel garrison to let them go, 
but Franco has a different idea of warfare. Babies 
and grandmothers, sick and wounded must remain 
in Bilbao throughout its siege. Why? According to

He maintained Bilbao was a military objective 
and neutral nations had no right to remove the 
population, as this would eliminate a burden from 
the Basques and permit them to concentrate on 
fighting.

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PREMIER HAYASHI, POOR LOSER. 

Premier Hayashi precipitates what may prove to be 
a dangerous situation for Japan when he avows his 
intention of keeping his Government in office, despite 
its overwhelming defeat in last week’s election. 
Hayashi himself made the election necessary by dis- 
solving the lower house of the Diet a month ago. 
The parties opposed to his Cabinet succeeded in cap- 
turing 400 of the 466 seats, and only 11 members 
are definitely committed to its support. If Hayashi 
refuses to abide by this unmistakable mandate, if 
he persists in being a poor loser, stormy days are in 
prospect. 

The handwriting is on the wall in Japan for the 
guidance of all who care to read. Both of the major 
moderate parties opposed the Government in the 
election, but the Minseito lost 26 seats and the 
Seiyukai gained only four. The Kokumin Domei, a 
Fascist-inclined group, lost four seats. Greatest gain 
was that of Shakai Taishuto or Social Masses party, 
which advanced from 18 to 37 members. The rise of 
this radical group at the expense of the reactionaries 


and moderates should indicate to the Premier in what 
direction the people’s minds are turning. Rather than 
further suppression, conciliation would seem to be 
the wiser strategy. Certainly refusal to abide by all

Little noted in greater excitements, but 
perhaps more important in the long-range 
view, are the two diplomatic visits made 
last week by the Foreign Ministers of Poland 
and Italy, The current exchanges in Bucha- 
rest and Tirana belong to a series supple- 
mentary to and closely connected with re- 
cent meetings in Belgrade, Venice, Budapest 
and Brussels, 

Spain apart, with its mounting and un- 
imaginable horrors, the European drama 
continues to center in that midcontinental 
area where all the roads of empire intercross 
and frontiers pull like ragged seams set 
where the cloth is most frayed and the wear 
and tear are greatest. 

In this patchwork, the biggest patch is 
Germany. The Reich is the only great Pow- 
er among the European midlands, and the 
importance of this predominance is that the 
midlands are really Europe, 

The Continental states looking westward 
across the Atlantic are only three. The rest, 
except for the fringe of little nations facing 
the North Sea and the Baltic—all new “non- 
alliance states”—are countries that live most- 
ly on rivers or on great lakes, like the Med- 
iterranean and the Black Sea. They are 
crowded and inclosed; their character is in- 
sular, their outlook Continental. 

* * 

Middle Europe is not like the American 
Middle West, but it bears. the same relation 
to the rest of the Continent. There broods, 
if not the mind of Europe, what Pavlov 
would have called its unconditioned reflexes. 

An English member of Parliament lately 
in this country was astonished to see at first 
hand the magnitude, variety and complexity 
of the political problems of the United 
States. This is a patchwork, too, he discov- 
ered. He understood for the first time why 
American political speeches sound to the 
English ear like vague generalizations. 

To govern a federation of states so scat- 
tered and diverse is like governing the con- 
tinent of Europe, he said; in such a con- 
stituency, no politician could ever be elected 
unless he avoided the concrete and stuck to 
generalities. ss 

The Englishman was thinking of Middle 
Europe. There, in interlocking states which 
have populated our Middle-Western cities 
and are no more mixed in blood, one sees by 
contrast that our federal system is the great- 
est governmental compromise that ever 
worked.

The level the American politician feels for 
is the level of the least common denomina- 
tor. It is a low level, of course, paved with 
platitudes, but there is political genius of 
a sort in hitting on the platitudes acceptable 
to a majority drawn from so many races, 
religions and social strata. In Central Eu- 
rope, this power of generalization is com- 
pletely lacking, 

Perhaps it is truer to say that since the 
war there has been no serious search for a 
common denominator, Now the weakening 
of the Little Entente following the strength- 
ening of Germany has created a new condi- 
tion. The succession states of the former 
empires tend to form other connections. ten- 
tative, experimental, but extremely inter- 


esting as showing what happens when the 
Versailles system breaks down and Germany 
regains her old military ascendancy. 

Not the least significant of the new align- 
ments is the strengthening of the ties be- 
tween Poland and Rumania. These two 
countries, one created, the other greatly 
magnified, at Versailles, separate Russia 
from Western Europe. Together, their area 
far exceeds that of any single European 
Power. 

The position of Poland since her 10-year 
truce with the Third Reich has been as 
equivocal as it is difficult. 
great wedge between the two Powers it fears 
most, she has made temporary terms with 
Germany, and the object of Col. Beck’s visit 
to Bucharest was to draw Rumania away 
from the Little Entente, particularly from 
becoming involved in a Russian combination 
with Czechoslovakia.

Since all these states are looking for new 
partners on a basis Col. Beck calls “sound 
egoism,” they are not making hard-and-fast 
commitments until they are very sure where 
their interests really lie. But if Rumania 
marches more closely with Poland, then this 
sequel to the Yugoslav accord with Italy 
leaves Czechoslovakia more or less deserted 
by her old partners, and to that extent iso- 
lated, far from France on one side and sepa- 
rated by Poland and Rumania from her 
Soviet ally on the other. 

Count Ciano’s visit to the fabulous King 
Zog of Albania sets the seal on an Italo 
Yugoslav alliance. For 10 years, this tribal 
chief of a kingdom of mountain tribes has 
been dependent on Italy and a bone of con- 
tention between the two Adriatic Powers, 
Now the bone is buried under the Italo-Yu- 
goslav treaty. 

If Rumania, linked to Poland, can also be 
eased into the Italian orbit, will Central 
Europe turn on the Rome-Berlin axis? Will 
the axis snap as the weight falls one way 
or the other? Or—and this is likeliest—are 
the secondary Powers, everywhere in revolt 
against power politics, seeking the common 
denominator which could md@ke Middle Eu- 
rope as independently important as the Mid- 
west?

They have realized, not as a mat- 
ter of theory but from the practical 
threats and blandishments of the 
President’s agents, that the extraor- 
dinary emergency powers entrusted 
to Mr. Roosevelt are being used to 
make them subservient to one 
man’s will. 

A lot has been learned in Wash- 
ington since February and its ef- 
fects will be felt for a long time to 
come. The Congress of the United 
States is gathering up its courage 
to recover its authority. As a matter 
of sheer self-protection and politi- 
cal survival, the Congressmen must 
recover their authority. 

So, whatever the fate of the judi- 
ciary bill, we shall see no more is- 
sues of blanket powers and no more 
blank checks. For the extraordinary 
powers, granted to Mr. Roosevelt 
to fight the depression, have been 
turned against Congress. The Sen- 
ate is being coerced, and knows that 
it is being coerced, by the abuse of 
powers which it gave to Mr. Roose- 
velt to help the unemployed and to 
revive agriculture and business.

It must be evident to the wisest 
members of Congress that a system 
of government in which the Presi- 
dent coerces Congress in order to 
control the court is in the long run 
intolerable, and that somewhere 
and some time they must resist 
and defeat the development of per- 
sonal government.

For if now they sacrifice the

Conditions Worse Than Before Pro- 
hibition Says Report to Min- 
neapolis Conference. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 5.— 
Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church contended today present liq- 
uor conditions were “far worse” 
than before prohibition. Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam of Omaha pre- 
sented a temperance report on be- 
half of the 18 church dignitaries at 
the opening session yesterday of 
their five-day conference.

Connett Says Reduction of 
Funds Will Force It — 
Waiting on Legislature. 


Curtailment of funds for public 
relief in May by 18.7 per cent less 
than the $300,000 heretofore re- 
quired monthly, will make neces- 


sary immediately, a corresponding 
reduction in the number of persons 


on relief rolls, William C. Connett, 


chairman of the St. Louis Relief 
Committee, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 

Whether the persons to be taken 
from the rolls will be restored later 
will depend on the permanent re- 
lief arrangements eventually made 
by the State and city. 

While Connett did not have exact 
figures on the reduction to be made, 


he indicated that the number of | 


persons to be dropped might exceed 
7400. There are about 11,000 cases 
now on the committee’s lists, in- 
cluding families and individuals. By 
the accepted method of estimating, 
this means about 39,600 persons. A 
cut of 18.7 per cent in this num- 
ber would amount to slightly more 
than 7400.

The Relief Committee has 
met its bills through April and en- 
tered May with no material balance 
on hand. 

Last Friday, the Legislature, by 
resolution, set up $250,000 for the 
whole State for May, an amount 
augmented by a balance of $100,- 
000. Of the total, $146,000 was al- 
lotted to St. Louis by State Relief 
Director Wallace Crossley. Con- 
nett said that Gov. Stark and May- 
or Dickmann had an understanding 
that the State would provide 60 per 
cent and the city 40 per cent of re- 
lief funds for St. Louis. Aceord- 
ingly, the city is expected to pro- 


vide $98,000 for May, making a total | 


of $244,000 for the month. 

A bill to appropriate $50,000 of 
municipal revenue for this purpose 
was introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen Friday, but this will prob- 
ably be amended in committee and 
in the Board of Estimate & Ap- 
portionment to call for $98,000.

She testified to LaBonde’s demand 
and circumstances leading to his 
arrest last Saturday at the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Theresa Rose- 
grant, 3098 Lucas and Hunt road, 
where she also resides. 

After LaBonde had told her that 
he had been offered $5000 by a 
newspaper for information about 
the machine gun assassination of 
Lester Barth and Dewey Goebel, in 
which he named Rosegrant as a 
participant, she and her mother 
conferred with Sheriff A. J. Frank 
and a package containing $225 in 
marked currency was prepared. La- 
Bonde was arrested with the money 
in his possession after he had ac- 
cepted it as part payment of $3000 
he sought. He was to have re- 
turned today for the balance. 

LaBonde, in jail since his arrest, 
was released on $2000 bond. 


FLEETS READY FOR DECISIVE 
ACTION OF PACIFIC WAR GAME 


Destroyers Battle Bad Weather as 
They Clear for Torpedo and 
Smoke Screen Work. 

By the Associated Press. 

ABOARD BATTLESHIP PENN- 
SYLVANIA, May 5.—Torpedomen 
of the United States fleet cleared 
for action last night as the crucial 
stage of the 1937 war games neared. 

Far out in the Pacific the heavy 
ships of the invading “black” navy 
maneuvered for a thrust at the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The lighter, more 
mobile forces of the “white” fleet 
formed to parry the blow. 

To the men on the 47 destroyers 
of the combined fleet it was a bat- 
tle against the elements as well as 
against a theoretical enemy. Two 
days of heading intoa — storm, 
and continuous choppy = seas, 
marked their movement into Ha- 
waiian waters. The tiny craft took 
real punishment from the weather 
but officers and men had to be alert 
each hour for battle orders. 

Night and day, far from the cen- 
ter of the fleet formation, they 
screened the heavy forces from 
raids by submarines and planes, yet 
ever awaited orders to combine for 
a thrust against the enemy. 

Throughout the day they were 
prepared for smoke screen work; 
for attacking and driving off enemy 
scouts. At night all were alert for 
a flash of orders to send torpedoes 
against a battle line or a formation 
of heavy cruisers. Massed night 
torpedo attacks were anticipated.

Department of Commerce Inquiry 
Into Pittsburgh Accident Fatal 
to 13 Completed. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The the- 
ory that ice on wing tips and aile- 
rons was responsible for the crash 
of a Transcontinental & Western 
a'r liner near Pittsburgh, Pa., with 
tue loss of 13 lives, on March 25, is 
s..>ported by the report of the acci- 
cent board of the Department of 
Commerce, which investigated the 
wreck. Ten passengers and the 
crew of three were killed. 

“The nose-high altitude of the 
airplane which was noticed by com- 
petent witnesses definitely estab- 
lishes an unusually slow speed,” the 
report said. “Under these condi- 
tions it would require only a rela- 
tively slight atmospheric disturb- 
ance to throw the airplane out of 
control and into the maneuver 
which it executed. 

“In arriving at a conclusion after 
an analysis of the evidence avail- 
able, it does not appear that the 
accident was due to mechanical 
failure or to a failure of the com- 
pany, or crew, to operate, or navi- 
gate, the airplane in accordance 
with prevailing rules and prac- 
tices.” 


RANK AND FILE BREAK 
FROM SEAMEN’S UNION 


Labor Leader Announces With- 
drawal and Formation of New 
Union at New York. 

NEW YORK, May 5.—John Law- 
renson, a labor leader, announced 
today that the rank and file group 
of the International Seamen’s 
Union had withdrawn from the or- 
ganization and formed the Na- 
tional Maritime Union. 

The new union, Lawrenson de- 
clared, intends to set itself up as 
the sole collective bargaining agen- 
cy for the seamen on the Atlan- 
tic and Gulf Coasts. 

Lawrenson, a member of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Marine Fire- 
men, Oilers and Watertenders’ 
Union, said the breakaway was 
motivated by the alleged refusal 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor to carry out a promise for a 
re-election of union officers. 

A court order issued last Mon- 
day restrained the emergency trus- 
tees of the Marine Cooks and Stew- 
ards Union from “holding them- 
selves out as officers of the union.” 
The trustees had been elected by 
the rank and file group. 


Purchase of 7 Busses Authorized. 

CHICAGO, May 5.—Authority to 
purchase seven new busses was 
granted the Tri-City Railway Co.

APPEALS COURT RULING 
FOR WAGNER ACT IN 4 CASES 


Decision at St. Paul in General Mo- 
tors Action Against Labor 
Board at St. Louis. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 5.—The 
Eighth District United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals today ruled 
against appellants in four cases 
attacking validity of the Wagner 
Labor Act. The decisions were 
based on the recent Supreme Court 
ruling upholding the act, The ac- 
tions all were brought on grounds 
that the act was invalid. 

The first decision was in a suit 
brought by Wilson & Co. of Albert 
Lea against Robert M. Gates, re- 
gional director of the National La- 
bor Relations Board. The Wilson 
company asked an injunction re- 
straining the board from holding 
an election and hearing among its 
employes in connection with alleged 
violations of the act. The injunc- 
tion was refused by Federal Judge 
M. M. Joyce and the refusal was 
upheld in today’s Circuit Court de- 
cision. 

Another decision was in a similar 
action brought by the General Mo- 
tors Corporation against Leonard 
C. Bajork, regional director for the 
board at St. Louis, where an in- 
junction was denied in Federal 
Court. This refusal also was upheld 
today.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5.—The 
House Public Health Committee 
recommended for passage today the 
Senate bill to establish a State can- 
cer hospital for indigents at Colum- 
bia, and to provide for cancer clin- 
ics at other points in the State. 

The action was with approval of 
committee amendments, offered by 
Dr. C. E. Still, Adair County Rep- 
resentative, to place the cancer 
Clinics under control of the coun- 
ties or cities which request their 
establishment, and to prevent dis- 
crimination in the appointment of 
the hospital or clinic staffs, against 
“members of any school of healing 
recognized as legally qualified phy- 
sicians and surgeons by the State 
of Missouri.” 

A delegation from the Jackson 
County. Medical Society appeared 
before the committee last night to 
ask that the State hospital pro- 
visions be eliminated from the bill, 
and that action of the committee 
be withheld until after the meeting 
of the State Medical Association in 
Cape Girardeau next week.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Labor 
leaders and industrialists discussed 
with Secretary of Labor Perkins 
yesterday how best to keep indus- 
trial peace but announced no con- 
clusions.

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CHILD WELFARE COMMITTEE 
REPORTS ON ILLINOIS BILLS 


Urges Such Work Be Handled by 
Proposed Centralized Relief 


and Pension Board. 
By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Il., May 5.—The 


Tilinois committee on child welfare, 
created by the 1935 Legislature, is 


advocating that care of children 
be made part of the work of the 
proposed centralized relief and pen- 
sion administration. The commit- 
tee recommended passage of the 
original Adamowski bills to place 
the handling of assistance to needy 
and blind persons and dependent 
children under the Department of 
Public Welfare and special county 
departments. The bills are still 
before the House Revenue Commit- 
tee. The new set-up would replace 
the Illinois Emergency Relief Com- 
mission. 

Passage of a bill by Edward P. 
Saltiel, Chicago Republican, which 
provides for physical examination 
of both parties applying for a mar- 
riage license was urged. The com- 
mittee advised against passage of 
House bills extending jurisdiction 
over child adoption proceedings to 
city courts. County and circuit 
courts, the committee said, are bet- 
ter equipped to give the “special 
consideration” needed. 

The committee reported it 
planned to introduce a bill in adop- 
tion of children providing for a 
probationary period of a residence 
in the new home for at least six 
months and a more careful investi- 
gation. The committee, headed by 
Roscoe Pulliam, president of South- 
ern Normal, Carbondale, approved 
the general policy of State grants 
in aid to counties for the foster 
care of delinquent children, but did 
not suggest such provisions be 
made at the present session “be- 
cause it will involve an appropria- 
tion not covered in the present 
budget.”

FAVORING RELICE 
FUND CUT GROWS 


Chairman of Subcommittee 
Says Proof Will Have to 
Be Given That More Than 
Billion Is Needed. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—A con- 
test over increasing of lowering 
President Roosevelt’s request for a 
$1,500,000,000 relief fund started to- 
day before a House subcommittee. 
The first witness was Harry L. 
Hopkins, Works Progress Admin- 
istrator, who supports the Presi- 
dent’s estimate for the year begin- 
ning July 1. A strong bloc of Con- 
gressmen also favors that figure. 
Representative Woodrum, (Dem.), 
Virginia, acting chairman of the 
subcommittee, led an apparently 
growing group of legislators seek- 
ing to cut $500,000,000—one-third— 
from the President’s request. 

_A coalition of Progressives and 
self-styled liberals advocated a $2,- 
500,000,000 fund, contending a 
smaller sum merely would force 
relief officials to call for more 
money during the year. 

The verdict of the subcommittee 
will be the first major test of 
the President’s plea for economy. — 
Chairman to Demand Proof. 
“If the money we appropriate is 
used for real relief,” Woodrum said, 
“T feel sure we will find that $1,- 
000,000,000 will do the job. ... The 
burden of proof will be on someone 
else to show me that more money 
is needed.” 

Other developments in the econ- 
omy campaign: 

1. Chairman Adams (Dem.), 
Colorado, of a Senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee accused the 
Budget Bureau of usurping the 
power of Congress to determine 
how much money will be spent, by 
allowing departments to exceed 
their yearly allowances. 

2. Senate leaders claimed an 
economy victory in the silencing, 
at least for the time being, of de- 
mands that $300,000,000 be provided 
to aid schools throughout the 
country. | 

3. Chairman Jones of the House 
Agriculture Committee served 
notice he would oppose any cut in 
the $500,000,000 fund for paying 
farmers benefits under the Soil 
Conservation Act. 

4. An appropriation bill for 
Treasury and _ Postoffice Depart- 
ments, about $230,000,000 larger 
than last year, was sent to the 
President with the approval of both 
houses. Most of the increase was 
ascribed to the expense of setting 
up a reserve fund for old age pen- 
sions. 

5. Representative Woodrum re- 
ported favorable replies from sev- 
eral Government agencies to his 
request that they re-survey their 
demands for next year in the hope 
of cutting costs. 

Several Agencies Exhaust Funds. 

Senator Adams’ assertion that the 
Budget Bureau was “in effect de- 
termining the amount of money to 
be expended” followed reports from 
several agencies that, with two 
months of this fiscal year yet to 
go, they had exhausted most of 
their funds for certain services. 
The agencies asked for more money 
to carry them until July 1. 

“If the Bureau of the Budget can 
say for them to go ahead and spend 
their money in nine months,” said 
Adams, “ ... they can say that 
they can spend it in one month. In 
other words, the policy as to the 
expenditure of funds, which I 
always thought was to be deter- 
mined by Congress, then becomes 
vested in the Bureau of the 
Budget.” 

Daniel W. Bell, Acting Director 
of the Budget, replied in secret 
proceedings of the committee, which 
became public today, that the ex- 
penditures had been authorized for 
new activities which Congress had 
ordered without providing specific 
funds. 

Those who asserted the Harrison- 
Black school bill had been tempo- 
rarily sidetracked by the economy 
campaign pointed out that no at- 
tempt had been made in the Senate 
to ask that it be debated. Because 
Senator Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, co-author of the measure, is 
a strong administration supporter, 
some suggested the bill’s fate might 
mark the success or failure of the 
President’s campaign to hold down 
expenses.

Lifts Quarantine on Importation of 
Trees After Four-Year 
Fight Fails.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 5.—De- 
feated in its four-year effort to keep 
illinois trees free from chestnut- 
bark disease, the State yesterday 
lifted its restrictions, effective May 
15, against importation of trees of 


the genus castanea. 

Gov. Horner, in a proclamation, 
made at the request of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, abolished the 
quarantine of May 1, 1933, against 
21 states. The Department of Ag- 
riculture reported the disease (en- 
dothia parasitica) now was distrib- 
uted in 20 counties from as_ far 
north as Henry County, south to 
Pulaski County and from Jersey 
County on the west to Crawford in 
the east. It was said control or 


eradication of the disease was im- 
possible. 

Illinois was the only state in the 
north central section which still 
maintained such a quarantine.

If your spine curves in too deep- 
ly at the small of your back, you 
may rest assured that you are not 
carrying your pelvic bones properly. 
The pelvis should be balanced 
evenly on the tops of the legs. And 
the simplest way to explain this 
correct standing and walking posi- 
tion is as follows: 

Stand in the same position as 
your body assumes when you try 
to squeeze through a space that is 
just big enough for you to pass 
through with an effort. You raise 
your chest, constrict your waist, 
and your pelvic bones tip in the 
correct position, and the sway- 
back, the protruding abdomen and 
the unattractive bulge at the back 
are automatically eliminated. 

Learning to walk properly is also 
important in the development of 
true grace. If a graceful gait is 
desired, a woman must keep her 
feet parallel when walking, and 
her legs should swing closely to- 
gether when she moves, so that 
her knees just barely brush each 
other with each step. 

Back in the dear, dead days now 
—thank goodness—past, toeing out 
was considered an indication of ex- 
cellent posture. If women had pos- 
sessed large feet in those days, they 
would easily have passed as female 
Charlie Chaplins.

But it’s going to take money to 
make a winner out of your 
pooch. One breeder in town whose 
dogs have taken blue ribbons 
for years, estimates it costs 
$500 to make a champion. In addi- 
tion to extra grooming and train- 
ing, a dog has to travel over the 
country—crated and by express as 
a rule—if he’s going to be a big- 
time bench contender. Owners gen- 
erally do not show their own dogs 
any more than they ride their own 
horses at a meet, but hire a han- 
dler to do it for them. The usual 
charge is $10. Aristocrats of dog- 
dom, however, are frequently put 
in charge of handlers who feed, 
train and exhibit them for a mere 
$500 a show. Handlers are organ- 
ized into the Professional] Handlers’ 
Association. They usually pocket 
whatever prize money the dog wins. 
That’s never very much, though. 
The top prize is the $250 offered by 
the American Kennel Club, regis- 
tering and governing body of the 
purebreds, for the American-bred 
dog winning the most group classes 
during the entire year. All the cash 
prizes at all the dog shows last year 
came to only $200,000. Think of 
that. 

Blue ribbon or 
notwithstanding, there’s going to 
come a time when Thaddeus of 
Twynkenham’s Bit of Marjoram is 
too old to jaunt around the country 
showing off. He is going to get 
so crotchety that a saccharin-sweet- 
ened “bon bon for bow wows” won't 
get a rise out of him. And one of 
these days he is going to lay him 
down to a permanent rest in that 
kapok-lined sleeping basket. You 
can't bear to think of heartlessly 
surrendering him to the Humane 
Society.

This is not an indictment of pro- 
manicurists, for I have 


young women are clean and that 
they are gentle. But even the work 
of these specially trained people is 
not infrequently followed by inflam- 
mations and abscesses of the tips 
of the fingers. The home-made 
manicure, done with instruments 
that probably have been strangers 
to soap and water since the day of 
their purchase—these are the ones 
that are most frequently followed 
by trouble. 

What are the safeguards to be 
used against the occurrence of such 
accidents? In the first place, the 
nails should not be manicured with- 
out a preliminary and thorough 
Cleansing of the hands. And 
thorough means thorough—a gen- 
erous and prolonged washing of the 
hands in hot water, with abundant 
soaping, and preferably, with the 
use of a nail brush. The surgeon 
before operating upon a patient, 
scrubs his hands with soap and 
water for fifteen minutes, then 
soaks them for a few minutes in 
an antiseptic, usually alcohol, and 
then puts on sterile rubber gloves. 
I cannot see where the surgeon 
owes the patient more than the 
patient owes to himself in the way 
of precautions. Naturally, of 
course, one cannot wear rubber 
gloves during the process of a man- 
icure, but he can see to it that he 
observes the same, simple rules of 
surgical cleanliness that, the sure- 
geon adopts in his work. 

These manicure infections usu- 
ally occur in one of two places— 
under the nail due to clumsy cleans 
ing with a sharp pointed file, or 
under the cuticle due again either 
to clumsy elevation of this deli- 
cate structure or to cutting it so 
deeply with the manicure scissors, 
so that blood flows. It is not nec- 
essary for blood to flow in order 
for infection to occur, but such an 
accident does favor the develop- 
ment of trouble. 

The usual form that these infec- 
tions take is what is technically 
called paronychia  (par-o-ni-kea, 
from the Greek meaning “near the 
nail”) or in common parlance, “run 
around,” because they usually travel 
around the entire base of the nail. 
The first symptom is a little pain, 


which, in fairly short order, is fol- 


/lowed by heat and throbbing that 


defies sleep and sends the patient 
to his doctor. If he delays too 
long, a slight red streak may ap- 
pear on the hand and arm, and this 
is the opening gun of a trouble- 


some seige. 


Covering the entire cupola of the 


_ afflicted finger with slightly over- 


lapping but not too tightly applied 
strips of zinc oxide adhesive plas- 
ter, religiously repeated hot soaks 
of the whole hand, followed 
by well applied moist packs will, 
in the great majority of cases, set 
things right. No lancing should be 
done unless it is fairly certain that 
pus has already formed.

és UCCESS, failure; what, in 
GQ reatity, are they?” asks a 
reader. “Just names of labels, 
nothing else. The world loves to 
judge, sort out, classify, and put 
its petty tags on human souls. 

“You say that more men fail for 
lack of aim than for lack of pow- 
er. How can they fail without an 
aim! The only reason people fail 
is because they aim—and then miss. 

“True, some ‘succeed’ thereby, 
but more do not. Who holds the 
final measuring rod? Why is suc- 
cess so often, if not always, repre- 
sented in terms of the personal ego, 
or mere money? 

“The ‘beholding and jubilant soul’ 
which Emerson describes does not 
aim, any more than a lily of the 
field. And yet it is most certainly 
not a failure, if Jesus was right 
about it.” 

My reader makes a clear point 
worth pondering. He draws a line 
between outward and inward suc- 
cess, and the two things are very 
different. The world sees only 
one side. 

One man succeeds outwardly—he 
makes money, wins fame, makes a 
big splash. But inwardly he may 
be a failure; pitifully poor in mind 
and heart, restless, alone, and hor- 
ribly unhappy. 

Another man may fail outwardly, 
as the world estimates, and win in- 
wardly. He may be poor of purse, 
but rich in mind, sensitive to all 
lovely things, and a benediction to 
his fellows. ; 

Years ago three of my friends 
were successful men outwardly, but 
only one won out inwardly. He 
was happy-hearted, and he would 
have been happy if his bed had 
been a park bench. 

“What are you here for?” Bron- 
son Alcott asked the boys and 
girls in Concord School.

To behave means to be and to 
have, to be something and have 
something.
